Glutronous in his Diet, Entirely PafGve in his Life. 
The Second Claudius was the very reverfe of his 
Name-(fake Predeceffor. He was Famous for his 
Bravery, Eminent for his Conduet, Memorable for 
the Unhear'd of Victories he obtain'd, He was 
Strong in Conftitution, and Vigorous in Mind. He 
was Celebrated for his Vertues, more Efpecially 
for his Juftice, Temperance, and Chaftiry.. He 
was a Wife Lawgiver as well as an Admirable 
Soldier ; as Remarkable a Regulator of the State, as 
a Conductor of Armies. And rocompleat his Cha- 
racter, it is recorded of him, that he was as Mode- 
vate as Augufius, as Valiant as Trajan, and as Pious
